Conditions these days are bringing home to u - in a 
forceful and practical way, more than ever before, realiza­ 
tion that there are m any privileges, the exercise of which 
we have always, heretofore, regarded a-* entirely a mattei 
of our own private concern, which must he used w itll cine 
regard for the rights of others. 
In this day, following the close of tin1 world war, to 
forever establish the principles of democracy throughout 
the world we find ourselves, apparently, hedged about iii 
the enjoyment of our privileges. 
W e find that the cheet 
of our action on others must be taken into consideration 
even in our private affairs. 
No one will deny that a m a n s fortune is h i s ow ti. t<> <!<> 
w itll as he pleases, 
Ilian* i 
no law l o r b i d d i n g a man t<> 
spend his money in any way he pleases, for the necessar 
ies, or even the luxuries, of life, and yet there is rapidly 
forming a public sentiment which is not slow to espies 
itself against extravagant and useless e x p e n d i t u r e s 
b y 
the “ new rich.” 
Those people to whom war h a s brought large sums 
of money, those people who have “struck it rich 
in oil 
well or mine investments and have been changed from men 
of modest means into possessors ot great wealth, almost 
overnight, should guard their expenditures becall c 
a 
failure to do so would be a great factor in nullifying the 
endeavor to bring commercial conditions and living prices 
once again to a normal level. 
There are many factors which contribute to the high 
cost of living prices and it is the combination of all these 
that has brought about the present feverish mat ket con 
ditions. One of those factors is the loose strings on tit" e 
purses which hold the swollen profits. 
As a rule generous, even p ro d ig a l expenditure 
by 
individuals, are welcomed iii the commercial world. I it 
der normal conditions they exert a wholesome and 
a 
Stimulating effect on [trices and trade, but these are not 
normal times yet and public interest demands that ex­ 
penditures be sanely directed in the channels which will 
aid in the rehabilitation of trade and the re-establishment 
of the reign of those natural laws— supply and demand. 


More Power to 'Em 


That Fayette county’s member of the State Board of 
Agriculture takes a close interest in his work is evidenc 
ed, to our entire satisfaction, by the haste lie made to reg­ 
ister an objection to an editorial appearing in Fuesday’s 
issue of T he Herald, claiming that one paragraph, infer- 
ently, if not directly, declared that the State Board of A g ­ 
riculture was vested with power to dispose of the pro­ 
ceeds realized from the -tate fair. 
W e all know, or should know, that the state fair in­ 
dependent for its existence upon the sum allotted to it in 
the state budget; that tile whole of tilt1 fair receipts are 
dumped into the state treasury, as are the receipts from 
all other departments, and that, from the grand aggregate 
the budget set-, aside enough for each department to live. 
The State Board of Agriculture is like all the rest. T h a t ’s 
just w hat we are complaining about. 
The state fair is entitled to spend the proceeds realiz­ 
ed from the big show in betterments and if, in any year, 
the show is a loser then the state should foot tin* deficit. 
The local member is a little apprehensive, we fear, 
that people generally attribute more power to his board 
than it really possesses. 
There is no inclination to "at 
tribute” power to it which it doesn’t have. W hat we want 
is more power given to it as to the disposition cf funds 
realized through its own efforts. 


Too Much Talk 


W e are hearing decidedly less talk about the wrong 
doings of the Chicago meat packers and tin* intention to 
wreck those great industries “right off” than we were 
hearing only a few days ago. 
There has been entirely too much talk 
about 
the 
“ vicious” industries in America by congressmen and poli­ 
tical leaders, too much promised in the way of destructive 
legislation and too little done, for the good of the indus­ 
tries concerned and the people of America. 
Congressmen are quieting down considerably. 
They 
do not seem to be nearly so “rantankerous” as they were 
a few weeks ago on any of the propositions which furnish­ 
ed the excuse for loud talk. 
W h en congressmen learn not to m agnify small m a t ­ 
ters, when they learn to get their bearings before tilling 
the legislative halls with the noise of their “oratory” and 
the newspapers and magazines with columns of interview s 
about im aginary ills and promises, impossible to fulfill, 
then we will get more real good accomplished.
